A shell struck her 
forecastle, passed between the arm 
and body of a gunner who had his 
hand on his hip, and: bursting, killed 
every other man on-the 
forecastle. 


Both bridges wore destroyed by burst- 
ing shells and Captain Rubieneff was 
seriously wounded. 


A lieutenant, who was in the con- 


ning tower, peering through the ob- 
servation, slit, had his head beaten to 
a pulp by the terrific impact of a ahel! 
which struck the slit just opposite 
his face and exploded. The scenes on 
the fore and aft decks were sickening. 
The Variag's surgeon went violently 
insane shottly after the engagement 
so that .the wounded men had to wait, 
until the boats, with medical assis- 
tance arrived from neutral ships. The 
explosion of <he Korietss was ao violent 
that the neutral commanders asked 
that the Variag Iw not blown up. She 
was accordingly set on flro and, sunk.
